As the fourteenth annual Fresh­ 
man Week ended, Gettysburg col­ 
lege began the 109th year of Its his­ 
tory this morning at ll o’clock at 
j exercises in Brua chapel following 
j an academic procession from G lat- 
! felter hall by members of the fac­ 
ulty. 


The student body of 627 young 
j men and women, with the largest 
proportion of women students In 
the history of the institution, was 
addressed by Dr. Henry W A. H an­ 
son, college president. 
The 57 co­ 
eds in the freshman class form the 
largest group of girls ever to enter 
Gettysburg college. 
The freshman 
class numbers 187 students. 
In his address to the students 
Doctor Hanson urged them to set 
new 
standards 
for 
them selves 
“based upon the best each of you 
is capable of doing." 
He warned 
them not to be deceived about the 
relative importance of religion in a 
cultured life and advised th at they 
find strength "in prayer before the 
presence of God." 
Clear Thinking Needed 
The formal opening exercises be­ 
gan with the singing of “God Bless 
America." 
Then Dean W. E. Til- 
berg read the tw elfth chapter of 
Romans. 
Dr. W. 
C. 
Waltemyer, 
head of the departm ent of English 
Bible, offered prayer and then the 
assemblage joined in the singing of 
the 
college 
hymn. "Blessing 
and 
Honor and Glory and Powder" 
In his opening remarks the col­ 
lege president described the days 
ahead for the students as "a great 
adventure together." He pointed to 
“muddled 
thinking 
and 
current 
hysteria" as 
a positive 
indication 
that clear thinking is needed today 
as never before. 
Asserting that today's 
interna­ 
tional situation is "nothing new'," 
he read quotations of great men of 
the eighteenth and early nineteenth 
century in which 
the 
immediate1 
collapse of the British empire was 
forecast and ruin was seen spread­ 
ing throughout every nation of the 
world. 
One man he quoted said In 
1778 the future wag “too dark, I 
dare not marry." 
Doctor Hanson warned 
against 
the formation of "hysterical Judg­ 
m ents in the m idst of superficial 
storm s,” 
Only 
superficial 
things 
are changing, he said. 
Character, 
valor, a clear head, a kind 
heart 
and rock-ribbed convictions will be 
greatly needed in the future. 
H onesty Is Essential 
Honesty, he held, is essential for 
a life of happiness and satisfaction. 
He urged closer attention to the 
formation of loyal friendships and 
emphasized the im portance of mental 
alertness. 
Warning against tem ptations, he 
observed that no life ever fell before 
a frontal assault of crude tem pta­ 
tions but against the more dangerous 
“Trojan-horse variety ” 
He listed 
specially tem ptations to become in ­ 
different. to live on a lower plane 
or coddle unclean or unkind thoughts 
“How strong you will be depends on 
what you will do with your religion 
on the campus." he declared He fol­ 
lowed his address with prayer. 
The exercises closed with the sing­ 
ing of the "Alma Mater," 
Classes begin Friday and regular

services 
next 
Wednesday 
morning.

IN SUCH times as these, the backward-reaching 
* 
quality of the terms we use seem often forgotten. 
We hear much about "balance of power," for example, 
and m ud) about encirclement, and almost as much 
about social changes. We apply them to the problems 
in hand and both problems and terias seem new. Of 
course- they are not, as anybody who takes time to 
read Carl J 
Burcfchardt’s "Richelieu; His Rise to 
Power" will discover. 
When Ila Cardinal atacked the problems of France 
he I (Mind her encircled in exactly the modern sense, 
by Spain and the power oi the Hapsburgs. 
His 
genius led him to attack this problem with a principle 
which Is precisely that of the balance of power. The 
result ju titled his course too; working through Louis 
X III he was able to put down firmly the foundations 
which supported France through a century or more 
He also was able to revise and revitalize a number of 
conditions within France. 
In this volume Burckhardt traces Richelieu’s (and 
Louis XII Us) course through to the time when by 
the banishment of Marie, the Queen Mother, and the 
deleat of Gaston, tile heir, Louis became actually 
the ruler c»7 n a n c e . 
It Is a sufficient space to make 
cleur Richelieu’s astounding gilts and to determine 
which wen greatest among these. Of them all it was 
perhaps his capacity for discovering the weaknesses 
of his antagonists which did him best service. There 
is something a little uncanny about this gift, and 
something almost beautiful in the clever m anage­ 
m ent of his findings. 
One example Is tile m anner 
m which he first jockeyed the Queen Mother into 
an untenable position, and then quietly allowed her 
to ruin herself. 
Burckhardt, who will not adm it th a t Richelieu was 
a soulless and calculating m an, says; "Everything 
th at he achieved was purchased wflh constant suffer­ 
ing . . , Seldom has Ute accomplishment of a super­ 
hum an task shown so convincingly th at here a born 
fulfiller xx as at work, who greatly took upon him the 
full burden of his destiny.” 
He adds that Uke all 
great creative forces In history, Richelieu was a great 
destroyer. 
But im itators have often overlooked the 
really profound lesson of his work, Burckhardt be­ 
lieves, which is that no wall shall be torn down until 
a stronger one is buUt, and th at "one must always 
build as lf one were building for eternity."

W hen Congress passed the Com ­ 
pulsory M ilitary T raining Law. it 
left m ost of the delicate decisions 
on the d ra ft to regulations p re­ 
scribed by the P resident.

regulations.

W ashington.—-Tile num bers of a 
legion of young A m erican m en will 
soon pop up out of th e fish bowl—the 
fish bowl th a t’s been in Independence 
Hall ever since the W orld war d raft, 
or a bowl ju st like it. 
First, about 10.000 capsules will 
be poured w ithin its wide bririi. Tile 
capsules will be like the ones your 
druggist uses for pow dered m edicine, 
but deep blue so nobody m ay see the 
num ber on a slip of p aper inside 
each. 
- 
Here in W ashington th ey ’ll m ount 
the glass bowl on a table and stir 
the capsules w ith a wooden spoon. 
L ights will snap on, cam eras will I 
grind and notables will step forw ard 
to pick out the first capsules. L ater 
the generals will finish th e long job. 
B ehind this business of pulling 
capsules out of a bowl is nearly a 
q u arter of a century of experience 
and planning. 
Planned For 20 Years 
Back in 1.92.CLCQftgre5S ordered the 
Army and Navy to plan for fu tu re 
m ilitary em ergencies. Six years later 
the Jo in t Army an d Navy selective 
service com m ittee 
w ent to 
work. 
A fter 1936 the com m ittee called in 
30-odd civilian experts, m ost of them 
graduates of the W orld w ar d ra ft 
system . 
T he resu lt of the jo in t effort: T he 
1940 d raft, the com m ittee expects 
it to be sim ple, sm ooth w orking and, 
above all. fair and dem ocratic B asic­ 
ally, it 
is 
the 
W orld 
w ar d ra ft 
system all over again, but stre a m ­ 
lined. 
The m inute the conscription law 


passed, p rin tin g orders for 500,000,000 
form s—booklets, cards, blanks, ques­ 
tionnaires, in fact, all the p a ra p h e r­ 
nalia of the d ra ft—were ready to 
shoot out. 
The signal for distribution was the 
P resid en t’s proclam ation for regis­ 
tration. 
Six thousand, five hundred local 
d ra ft boards of about three m en 
each are the h e a rt of the selective 
service system . 
Tile P resid en t ap 
points these m en w ith the advice of 
the governors. 
Areas Of About 30,000 
Each board presides over an area 
in w hich about 30,000 people live. 
The experts already know about 
how m any m en will register. 
They 
use a system know n as “w eighted 
census statistics.” A ssum ing a pop­ 
ulation base of 131,000,000 A m ericans, 
they know betw een 12 and 13 per 
cent of these, are betw een 21 and 
36, or about 16,500,000. 
In the light of W orld w ar experi­ 
ence. about o n e-th ird of the sixteen 
and a half m illions Will fall into 
class 
one—subject 
to 
im m ediate 
m ilitary training. 
Tile Army isn ’t ready for 5,500,000 
m en now. Betw een registration day 
and February I it can handle about 
400.000. 
By the end of the fiscal 
year on July I. it can absorb an o th er 
400.000. 
First Call In November 
On the first call, about m id-N o­ 
vember. it expects to tak e in 75,000 
of the first quota of 400.000 
A nother 
call for 75.000 is to go out a few 
weeks later, an o th er for 125.000 soon 
after, and a final call for 125,000 will 
■fill the first quota. 
The next quota of 400.000 in the 
spring will m ake up a total well 
w ithin the fixed lim it of 900.000 in 
any one year. 
It's all planned so 
the d ra ft will go first into low gear, 
then into second, and finally high 
And it’s dollars to doughnuts m ost 
of us will h ardly know a d ra ft is 


going on 
U nder the plan now being 
set up. sparsely populated Nevada 
will be asked for scarcely 50 m en 
on the first call in m id-N ovem ber. 
Crowded New York will contribute 
only about 7,675.

A boy is not a Scout 
and does not receive his registra­ 
tion card until he has successfully 
completed his Tenderfoot tests The 
Official outfitters are not permitted 
to sell to anyone a Scout uniform, 
unless this registration card is pre­ 
sented at the time of purchase, 
The next upward step is to the 
rank of second class Scout.

HOOVER URGES 
MOBILIZATION 
OF INDUSTRIES 


Preparedness Needed 
in Economic Ideas as 
Well as Arms 


Philadelphia, 
Sept. 
19 
(A P ).— 
Mobilization of “our industrial ef­ 
ficiency” is America’s primary de­ 
fense, .says former President Her­ 
bert Hoover, because "in 
the sit­ 
uation today we must have pre- 
aredness in economic ideas as well 
as in arms if we are to defend” the 
nation. 
He warned an economic sympos­ 
ium at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 
bicentennial 
celebration 
Wednesday night that if the United 
States enters the European war “ we 
would inevitably become a totalitar­ 
ian dictatorship” and added that: 
“ Any hope of 
maintained 
free 
economy in the world would be gone 
for a generation.” 
Hoover 
predicted 
that 
England 
would be successful in ‘its heroic 
defense" but declared that after any 
peace “certain large areas will con­ 
tinue under totalitarian dictator­ 
ship for some time to come." 
In his address which he termed 
non-partisan 
“ despite 
the 
intel­ 
lectual climate of a national cam­ 
paign” the former President fore­ 
saw peace bringing devaluation, in­ 
flation or debt repudiation and pre­ 
dicted a “ famine in large areas” if 
the conflict continues for another 
year. 
The Americas must be prepared 
to trade with Europe when peace 
comes, he said, adding that: 
“The idea of the free state.-, com­ 
bining against the totalitarian na­ 
tions in trade is nonsense. 
The 
world has to live 
Moreover the in- j 
terests of the free states are too 
divergent to consummate such com­ 
binations.” 
Hoover asked “ more support to 
applied science research” to increase 
national efficiency and said: 
"We must apply every labor-sav­ 
ing device. 
We must remove every 
sort of restriction by both capital 
and labor which impedes or pen- j 
adzes the use of better methods and 
better machines. 
"We must maintain free compe­ 
tition so that lower costs will be 
passed on to the consumer at lower 
prices. 
"And we must have constructive 
tax systems and removal of un­ 
necessary governmental restrictions 
which lessen or destroy the tom* 
live of men."

Pennsylvania 
showings 
Wednesday in Harrisburg and Read­ 
ing. 
At Harrisburg the film was run off 
for a matinee 
audience 
but 
the 
theatre closed later on advice of 
counsel that further showing would 
be Illegal unless the last reel was I 
deleted. 
Mrs. Edna R. Carroll, chairman of 
the censorship board, said the ob- j 
jectionable 
reel 
was 
substituted 
after the original had been approved 
August 9. 
The board's action in 
banning the reel was unanimous.
